Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 12—Why 
‘•doesn’t Governor Smith deliver a 
speech In Tennessee? 
This question has stirred 
up 
more discussion and has become 
more of a factor in the estimates 
of whether the 
Democrats 
will 
carry the state than if the New 
York governor had not even de­ 
cided to come here. 
All sorts of reasons are being 
ascribed to Gov. Smith for his de­ 
termined silence and none is do­ 
ing him 
any 
particular 
good 
There is, for instance, the sug­ 
gestion that lf he spoke in Ten­ 
nessee he could not avoid saying 
Bomething on the power question 
especially with Muscle Shoals and 
the power sites on the Tennessee 
River so much an issue here. And 
it so happens th at Gov. Smith’s 
support in this state cornea from 
both the power and the anti-pow­ 
er factions. 
Gov. Horton who is 
a candidate to succeed himself is 
supposed to be friendly 
to 
the 
plans of the power companies for 
development of w ater power and 
he is enthusiastically for Gover­ 
nor Smith. 
The New York governor on the 
other hand has expressed in his 
speech of acceptance and in his 
Denver address exactly the view­ 
point of those who are fighting 
the so-called power trust. 
W ant Him to Speak. 
Then there is the 
suggestion 
that if Gov. Smith omits to say 
anything on prohibition he will be 
me. king an obvious effort to pla­ 
cate the dry* who 'a i r 1— is ii lug 
by him and a t th e same time if 
he said anything about prohibi­ 
tion he would bore to repeat his 
wet views which In this center of 
churchdom might tend to swing 
some wavering Democrats over to 
the Hoover side. 
The Democratic leaders are im­ 
ploring Smith to speak even if it 
is only an impromptu affair. Lit­ 
erally thousands of messages have 
come to the newspapers and the 
leaders urging that the governor 
deliver a speech in Tennessee or 
his silence will make another is­ 
sue for the opposition. 
Conflicting advice 
has 
been 
given the New York governor as 
to what he ought to do and there 
Is every reason to believe 
that 
Chairman Raskob is urging a last 
minute change in plans. 
Looking over the Tennessee sit­ 
uation as a whole, there is 
no 
doubt that Gov. Smith would have 
lost the state lf the election had 
been held two weeks ago. 
His 
own partisans were ready to con­ 
cede it. Now they sense a strong 
drift in the other direction and 
with this tide coming their way 
they are suddenly faced with this 
disappointment of a visit without 
a speech—an unexplainable epi­ 
sode. 
Plenty of money will have been 
kgpent in Tennessee 
before 
the 
■campaign is over. The state ticket 
Is a strong one and there-in the 
situation differs from 1920 when 
Tennessee went Republican 
for 
the first time since 
the 
recon­ 
struction period. 
Hoover Forces Active. 
And yet there are few persons 
competent to judge 
Tennessee's 
political behavior who think Gov. 
Smith will do as well as did John 
W. Davis, when he carried Ten­ 
nessee four years ago by about 
27,000. 
The most optimistic es­ 
timate heard la that 
the 
New 
York governor will do well to 
carry Tennessee by 10,000 votes 
and there are some of Democratic 
persuasion th at the contest 
for 
the state’s electoral vote is much 
closer than that. 
The Hoover activity is 
inten­ 
sively carried on and has the open 
support of the WCTU and some 
of the church groups 
most 
of 
whose leaders insist there la not 
the slightest vestige of religious 
intolerance in their attitude but 
wholly a question of prohibition. 
There is a good deal of truth in 
that assertion but unfortunately 
for the church leaders they have 
not clearly enough set forth their 
attitude to carry conviction 
and 
here in their own 
neighborhood 
will be found many disinterest­ 
ed persons who say that back of 
the prohibition viewpoint is 
a 
f i n g e r and 
deeper 
prejudice 
than that involved in the 
wet 
and dry argument. 
It is interesting to observe that 
Governor Smith with few excep­ 
tions has the regular Democratic 
organization and leaders behind 
him.

GENERAL KING 
HONORGUEST 


‘Grand Old Man of Army* 
Celebrates 84th 
Birthday 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 12—OP)—A 
testimonial banquet, marking the 
eighty-fourth birthday of General 
Charles King, “the grand old man 
of the army,” was spread over the 
entire state of Wisconsin tonight. 
With more than 800 guests seat­ 
ed around the soldier-novalist here, 
other covers were spread la almost 
every national guard armory of the 
state and the speakers’ voices were 
carried to them over the radio. 
Among the 800 here tonight were 
veterans of most of the wars the 
United States armies have fought 
in the last three-quarters of a cen­ 
tury, but of all of them, General 
Gink alone possesses the distinc­ 
tion of being entitled to wear cam­ 
paign ribbons for the Civil war and 
every major military enterprise of 
the United States since then. 
They told stories, at the birthday 
party tonight, of those campaigns 
of the days when General King was 
a. mounted orderly in the war be­ 
tween the Blue and the Gray; of 
dangerous days in the “wild west" 
when General King fought the In­ 
diana in the battles of Diamond 
Butte, Black Mesa 
and 
Sunset 
Pass; of the pursuit of Aguilandl 
in the Philippines; and of weary 
days of training when the youth of 
America prepared to cross the At­ 
lantic in the World war. 
They sang the battle songs and 
read messages of congratulations, 
scores of them, from men who had 
known General King in all those 
years, both as soldier and writer. 
Is Writer Also. 
Through it all sat General King, 
admitting his 84 years, but in ap­ 
pearance every bit the alert, erect, 
active, military mar that marched 
unflinchingly against the “Rebs” 
and Indians. 
General King was born in Al­ 
bany, N. Y., the son of General 
Rufus King. one of the organizers 
of the Iron Brigade of the Army of 
the Potomac. At the age of 16 he 
went to Washington and became a 
mounted orderly in the Wisconsin 
Vaunters. His work attracting the 
attention of President Lincoln, he 
was sent to West Point. 
He was 
kept for a time at the plains to 
.teach. Then came the Indian cam­ 
paigns, during which a bullet shat­ 
tered his arm. 
Next was the campaign in the 
Philippines, and later came terms 
as instructor of military science 
and tactics at the University of 
Wisconsin and at St. Johns’ Mili­ 
tary Academy and connections with 
the Wisconsin National Guard.

Ship Reported, on 
Fire; Others Rush 
to Her Assistance 


Los Angeles, Oct. 12—(ZP)—An 
SOS from the 
British 
freighter 
Trojau Star was picked up at 6:60 
o’clock tonight by the MacKay ra­ 
dio and telegraph station. 
The 
message said the ship was afire 
and the crew was preparing to take 
to the boats, and gave her position 
as 47 miles west of Cape Mendo­ 
cino on the coast of northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
The Trojan Star left San Pedro 
harbor October 9 and Is bound for 
British Columbia. 
Later she was 
in communication with three or 
four other boats, the nearest the 
8<Omer Maktki being about thirty 
mUbi to the north and speeding to 
her assistance. 


Paris, Oct. 12—(ZP)—The subma­ 
rine Ondine, which was to have 
been the newest ult of the strong­ 
est arm of the French navy, is at 
the bottom of the ocean and all 
her crew of three officers and forty 
men are dead. 
The ministry of marine learned 
tonight that the tragedy occurred 
about midnight, October 3, when 
the submarine was 
rammed 
off 
Oporto by the Greek cargo carrier 
Aikaterini M. Goulandris. 
The ad­ 
vices came in brief dispatches from 
the French consul at Rotterdam. 
The ministry was totally at a 
loss to explain why the captain of 
the Greek steamer waited until to­ 
day to report the accident. 
They 
were dumfounded, too, by the fact 
that he abandoned a search for 
survivors or wreckage within two 
hours after his steamer hit the 
Ondine. 
By the captain’s own admission, 
the night was clear and the sea 
was fairly calm. 
The ministry was prepared to 
hear bad news respecting the On­ 
dine because she was three days 
overdue at her destination which 
was Bizerta, the seaport of Tunis 
on the north coast of Arfica. 
She 
was heading there on a trial trip 
which started at Cherbourg on Oc­ 
tober 2. 
Criticize Captain. 
Official communiques of the past 
three days had expressed optimism 
because of the known ability of 
the Ondine’s commander. 
It was 
assumed, however, that a break­ 
down in machinery had delayed the 
boat and also prevented her from 
communicating with shore stations. 
The naval officials were not at 
all prepared to learn that nine days 
had elapsed 
before 
report 
was 
made of the fate of the vessel. 
They were astounded at the con­ 
duct of the Greek captain in this 
respect and they freely criticized 
him for abandoning search for the 
43 hapless members of the crew 
after what was considered only a 
cursory effort to find them. 
This, together wtlh the subse­ 
quent silence of the Greek com­ 
mander, appeared so extraordinary 
to ministry officials that none to­ 
night would venture an opinion on 
the accident, other than to express 
astonishment. 
They were waiting 
for further information, having ask­ 
ed especially that a full statement 
be obtained from the Greek cap­ 
tain. 
Meanwhile, on the slim chance 
that some of the crew might still 
be clinging to pieces of wreckage 
or that something might be found 
that would throw light on the dis­ 
aster, the second squadron of de­ 
stroyers has ben ordered to explore 
the vicinity of the collision. 
Fate Uncertain. 
The meagre advice from Rotter­ 
dam arrived Just 
before 
closing 
lime at the government offices. 
It 
was circulated rapidly In the vari­ 
ous departments but came too late 
for the evening papers and tho 
Parisian public, which had grown 
decidedly uneasy about the Ondine, 
probably will not learn her fate un­ 
til the morning papers appear. 
An official of the ministry of the 
marine told the Associated Press

ing a second day in the quiet of 
his study, Herbert Hoover today 
neared the end of his work upon 
the speech on the tariff and foreign 
trade which he is to deliver Mon­ 
day night in Boston. 
The Republican presidential can­ 
didate spent but little time in his 
personal headquarters on Massa­ 
chusetts avenue, returning to his 
borne at noon to pass the remaind­ 
er of the day In grinding out the 
address in which bf will 1b un ch 
his second offensive upon the 
dustrial east. 
With Massachusetts described as 
one of the pivotal states in the 
election, the nominee probably will 
make his appeal for the Bay state 
electoral vote one of the strongest 
utterances he yet has made in the 
campaign. At the time of its deliv­ 
ery the final show-down will be but 
a scant three weeks away and Mas­ 
sachusetts 
leaders 
are 
placing 
much dependence in the power of 
the nominee to corral votes. 
Meanwhile, they are building up 
a strong organization in the state 
and are laying their plans care­ 
fully for a powerful drive during

president, whoever he is, can not 
change the prohibition situation. 
We got prohibition by constitution­ 
al process and that's the only way 
we can get rid of it. 
There is no 
middle ground. 
The states which 
will elect Democratic congressmen 
are in the ‘solid South’ where every 
Democratic congressional candidate 
is pledged against tho Smith wet 
program.

Democratic Party Reunited In 1852 
By Landslide for Franklin Pierce

When the Democratic 
National 
Convention of 1852 met in Balti­ 
more there was a general feeling 
in the party that 
a nomination 
was equivalent to an election, and 
therefore no dearth of candidates. 
There were Stephen A. Douglas, 
Lewis Cass, 
Killlam 
L. 
Marcy, 
James Buchanan, and Sam Hou­ 
ston, with Franklin Pierce as a 
dark horse. 
General Cass started 
out the favorite, and after a num­ 
ber of ballots had been taken lie 
came within hailing distance of 
a majority of the convention, but 
immediately began to lose. On the 
forty-ninth ballot the convention 
stampeded' to 
Franklin 
Pierce. 
William R. King of Alabama, was 
nominated as his running mate. 
It is asserted by some author­ 
ities that 
Ugh 
nomination 
of 
Pierce as a darS horse had been 
planned weeks before, under the 


guiding hand of his college chum 
and 
life-long 
friend, 
Senator 
James W. Bradbury of Maine, al­ 
though it may well be 
doubted 
whether any one could stage such 
a finale as was witnessed. 
It is 
evident, however, that there was 
an agreement that the first sup­ 
port Pierce should 
get 
was 
to 
come from outside of New Eng­ 
land, a support 
which 
Virginia 
gave him after some thirty-odd 
fruitless ballots had been taken. 
The Whig convention met in the 
building that lately had been the 
scene of the Democratic struggle, 
und it also was deadlocked. Mil­ 
lard Fillmore had succeeded to 
the Presidency upon the death of 
General Taylor, and had Imme­ 
diately aligned himself with the 
liberal Whigs, a direct reversal of 
the Taylor policy. 
Some assert 
that Fillmore’s quarrel with Wil­ 
liam H. Seward over the patron­ 
age of the state of 
New 
York 
was really responsible for 
Fill­ 
more’s recognition of the liberals.

Fillmore had 133 on the first bal­ 
lot In the convention, 
General 
Scott 131, and Daniel Webster 29. 
The battle continued hour utter 
hour and day after day until the 
5 3rd billot, on 
which 
General 
Scott hid twelve more votes than 
were necessary. 
Tho convention 
then ncmtnated William A. Gra­ 
ham of1 North Carolina for Vice 
Presided. 
Fiw Hollers Ixws Ground.

ROBINSON TALKS 
IN CALIFORNIA 


Democratic Candidate on 
Way to Seattle for 
Speech

Enroute With Senator Robinson 
to Seattle, Oct. 12—(ZP)—Speaking 
to citizens of northern California 
on his way to Seattle today, Sena­ 
tor Joe T. Robinson declared him­ 
self heartily in accord with Gov. 
Smith’s view that the Volstead act 
gives no scientific 
definition 
of 
what constitutes 
an 
intoxicating 
bevarage. 
“Gov. Smith favors, and I am 
heartily in accord with his views, 
a change in the Volstead act,” Sen­ 
ator Robinson said, “which would 
give a scientific definition of what 
is an intoxicating beverage. 
Un­ 
der this change in the law, such 
states as desire them would be per­ 
mitted to have very light wines 
and beer.” 
The nominee explained his run­ 
ning m ate’s stand on prohibition 
at considerable length and declar 
ed that there was in his program 
only a sincere desire to correct 
what he considers evils that have 
arisen from the prohibition amend 
ment. 
No Nullification. 
“Gov. Smith’s views on the liq­ 
uor question,” the Democratic vice 
presidential nominee asserted, rest 
on the belief that the Volstead act 
should be amended to give the 
states the right to regulate the eale 
of liquor within their own boun­ 
daries. 
“There is nothing in th at pro­ 
gram to suggest nullification,” Sen­ 
ator Robinson said. 
“It la an or­ 
derly attem pt by legal processes 
to bring about real temperance.” 
Senator Robinson also told those 
who came to greet him as his train 
passed through the home state of 
Herbert Hoover that every state of 
the solid South would support the 
Democratic ticket and that all but 
two of them would give Gov. Smith 
“the greatest majorities ever given 
a Democratic candidate for presi­ 
dent.” 
While the nominee took every 
opportunity to greet folks in Cali­ 
fornia, he took advantage of the 
long ride to Seattle to rest up for 
the rem ainder of the campaign in 
the northwest.

the letters he had w ritten leaning 
toward the stopping of im m igra­ 
tion. 
He told how he loved "the

Irish 
brogue”

his 
auditors, and his efforts w ere so 
obvious as alm ost to 
laugh the 
old hero out of court. 
He was 
called "Old Fuss and F eathers.” 
Campaign Canards Not 
Modern. 
On the other hand, 
Pierce did 
not escape the ridicule of the en­ 
emy. 
He was accused of being a 
drunkard, and a 
circum stantial 
story was told of how 
"he had 
sworn off his convivial habits" to 
his friends if they 
should 
land 
him in the presidential chair. It 
was charged th a t while a B riga­ 
dier General In the Mexican W ar 
he had fainted from fright a t the

devil bravery of "Old 
Chapulte- 
pec.” 
The Whigs had failed 
to m eet

erners. The Southerners liked the 
platform but not the candidate. 
W hen the vote was taken, only 
four states, Vermont,

column, and General Scott w ent 
down to one of the w orst defeats 
In the history of the country.

tore asunder the foundations of 
the W hig party and prepared the 
way for 
another 
party

should fall heir to

and escape its weakness, a party 
th at was destined to 
live 
m ore 
than half a century w ithout a sin­ 
gle serious split. 
W ebster A Candidate. 
Daniel W ebster, one of th e can­ 
didates before the W hig conven­ 
tion in 1852, consented to head 
another party th a t year, called the 
Union party, but he died before 
the election and his little party 
died with him. 
He sent a mes­ 
sage to R ufus Choate, who had 
nom inated him In the W hig con­ 
vention in one of the finest nom­ 
inating speeches ever heard in a 
convention, and advised him not 
to ruin his future by voting the 
W hig ticket, saying th a t it was 
destined to defeat and th e party 
destined to exist only in history 
after th a t campaign. 
The mes­ 
sage was published in the Demo­ 
cratic press and proved one of the 
fulfilled deathbed prophecies of 
American political history. 
The cam paign of 1862 was not­ 
able for the activity of the wom­ 
en suffrage advocates.

Houston, of Texas, was consider­

Maine variety were called. 
But 
the Democracy was not ready to 
hitch its wagon to a Prohibition 
star. 
The election of Pierce was ta k ­ 
en by the country at large as end­ 
ing perm anently the threatening 
danger of civil w ar over the slav­ 
ery question. 
H enry 
Clay 
had 
proposed his celebrated compro­ 
mises of 1850 and Congress, with 
the cooperation of President Fill- 
more, passed them . 
Daniel Web­ 
ster and 
m any 
other 
northern 
W higs aided 
in

passage. 
The Democrats approved them in 
their platform and the vast ma­ 
jority secured by Pierce and King 
was taken as the country’s final 
verdict on the slavery question.

Railroads Seeking 
to Set Int’l Rate 


Washington, Oct. l l —(£>)—The 
interstate commerce commission to­ 
day heard arguments on the ques­ 
tion of how to construct interna­ 
tional joint rates for railroads pass­ 
ing over the Canadian border. 
Chairman Campbell of the com­ 
mission announced that he had in­ 
vited the board of railroad com­ 
missioners of Canada to send a rep­ 
resentative to hear the arguments 
but had received a reply saying 
that the Canadian government was 
without authority under its own 
statutes to participate in the pro­ 


ceedings, and In consequence only 
the 
American 
commission 
took 
part. 
It was explained that by a recent 
decision of the supreme court, rail­ 
roads and the interstate commis­ 
sion have been advised to make 
rates to the American border on 
Joint shipments passing across the 
line to or from Canada. 
At pres­ 
ent pratcically all such traffic is 
moved from an American point to 
or from a Canadian point on a sin­ 
gle joint rate. R. W. Barett, repre­ 
senting a committee of the trunk 
line and New' England carriers, ar­ 
gued that rates terminating ex­ 
actly at the border would be of no 
value but that the carriers would 


find it convenient if the commis­ 
sion would allow them to make 
rates on international ships to and 
from their nearest station on the 
border. 
His position was support­ 
ed by A. H. Lossow, attorney for 
the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault 
Ste. Marie, and by J. R, Bell, rep­ 
resenting 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
lines.

2 CANDIDATES 


Says Two Campaigners 
Are Avoiding Main 
Issues of Drive 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 12— (ZP) 
•—Charging Herbert Hoover 
and 
Senator Curtis with evading 
a 
clear cut definition of the 
im­ 
portant issues of the 
campaign. 
Governor Smith tonight reviewed 
his stand on the 
questions 
of 
farm relief, water power, immi­ 
gration and prohibition and 
ap­ 
pealed to his Republican 
oppon­ 
ent to talk in plainer terms 
if 
the American eople on November 
6 are to make 
their 
decision 
"with the full knowledge of all 
the facts.” 
In an address prepared for de­ 
livery in the Ryman auditorium 
here, the Democratic presidential 
nominee said he had 
read 
Mr. 
Hoover's Tennessee 
speech and 
had failed to find any mention of 
Muscle Shoals. He said this was 
a timely campaign topic in Ten­ 
nessee since this state would be 
“greatly benefitted by public op­ 
eration and 
control” 
of 
that 
project. 
The Republican candidate, the 
Governor said, had 
found his 
reference to Mushe 
Shoals “so 
vague and ambiguous,” that he 
subsequently felt obliged to 
is­ 
sue two statements regarding it. 
He than 
found 
his 
position 
"more involved than ever,” the 
governor added. 
Mr. Hoover, he continued, had 
contented himself with the fol­ 
lowing general observation: 
Refers to Hoover Talk 
“There 
are 
local 
instance! 
where the government must en* 
ter the business field as a by­ 
product of some great m ajor pur- 
post such 
as 
improvement 
In 
navigation, flod control, scientif­ 
ic research 
and

“ I do not know what he can 
mean by ’by-product' unless,> it 
is the generation of hydro-elec­ 
trical energy”. 
Referring to another part

destructive doctrines,” the gover­ 
nor said he would like to know 
what his 
opponent 
meant 
by 
“deadly

"Does he refer to government 
ownershl and control of 
water 
power sites?” he asked. 
“If so, 
uhy not say it? W hat is to be 
gained by clothing it in language 
that the man on the street is 
unable to understand? If public! 
ownership and 
publio 
develop­ 
ment of waterpower deadly? lf 
so. why not let Mr. Hoover come 
right out and say, ‘I believe in 
leasing or in selling or in dispos­ 
ing of, to private 
corporations 
for privato development aud for 
private profit, the great water- 
ower resources that 
belong 
to 
the people?' ” 
Review** Milwaukee Speech 
“ That would define the issue,” 
Governor Smith 
declared, 
and 
then contrasted the 
Republican 
administration stand on

Shoals with his own promise to 
complete its “development under

revenue 
from the enormous 
expenditure 
already made for its 
improve­ 
ment.”

FLASHINGS, SPOUTS 
IMPORTANT ITEMS 
IN 
HOME COM 


Flashings, downspouts and gutters 
ars enigmatic and unimportant Bound­ 
ing terms to the young couple con tem 
plating the building of a house all 
their own, but flashings, downspouts 
and gutters can almost make or mar 
the comfort of any couple. 
And, in­ 
cidentally, they are called upon to 
withstand harder service than almost 
any other part of the roof. 
Flashings are the metal strips used 
on roofs at points where there are an­ 
gles or "valleys,” or where the roofing 
material cornea in contact with 
the 
chimney, dormer windows, or other 
projections through the roof. Gutter! 
catch the rainwater as it flows from 
the roof and downspouts carry the 
water to the earth or cistern. 
The crest enemy of this triumvirate 
of flashings, downspouts and gutters 
is rust. And many are the times when, 
quite unnoticed, a poor flashing mate­ 
rial rusts and the resulting leakage 
causes costly damage to the interior 
of the house. 
Face Hardest Wear. 
Gutters and downspouts also must 
face harder wear and tear than the 
roof in general. 
Obviously, all rain 
water from the roof surface, concen­ 
trating in the gutters and rushing m 
flood 
volume 
to the spouts, thence 
with 
ever 
increasing 
force 
to 
the 
ground, puts the moat vigorous service 
tests on these installations. 
A good illustration of the use of 
flashing can be given in connection 
with a brick chimney in frame con­ 
struction. 
In such construction it is 
recommended that all combustible ma 
terial be at least two 
inches away 
from the chimney 
wall, 
unless 
the 
brickwork is eight inches thick. 
Nev 
Bribeless it Ie necessary that a tight 
joint be made around the chimney at 
the roof 
This is accomplished by the 
use of flashing and counter-flashing. 
In flashing and counter-flashing a 
chimney, pieces of metal are nailed 
onto the roof with the ahingles (shin­ 
gle roof being used here for purpose 
of illustration), and bent up aguins’ 
the chimney wall. 
This is the flash­ 
ing. 
The counter-flashing consist* of 
pieces of metal set into the brickwork 
of the chimney and bent down over 
the flashing 
to form a water-tight 
Joint. 
Gutters of Various Types. 
Gutters for the collection of water 
from the roof are of various types, the 
simplest type being the hung gutter, 
which is a semi-circular trough sup­ 
ported every few feet bv metal strips 
on the under side of the projecting 
eaves. 
Downspouts receive the water 
from the gutters and carry it to the 
earth or storage container. 
The importance of these construction 
features being established, the next 
■tsp is to consider the materials to 
be used for them, lf the architectural 
design calls for them and the addi­ 
tional expense isn’t a consideration, 
downspouts and gutters of copper are 
f enerslly considered to be the best, 
fowever, sine is coming into general 
favor. 
Other standard materials are 
tin and galvanized iron, with a heavy 
coating of paint recommended for the 
latter.

Batoon Park, Mass., Ort. 12.— 
"The wholesaler 
who 
succeeds 
during the next five years will 
be the one who has the ability to 
grasp 
present 
changed 
condi­ 
tione and the courage to adopt 
new policies to meet them. 
The 
wholesaler can no more fight the 
present competitive battle 
with 
the selling methods of his grand­ 
father than the shoe manufac­ 
turer could hope to compete 
in 
the shoe trade by using the ma­ 
chinery of forty years ago. New 
problems have arisen. The whole­ 
saler finds he is being short-cir­ 
cuited by the chain store, and by 
direct-to-consumer selling. 
Also 
he finds that the average retail 
order is growing smaller. 
This 
means that his operating 
costs 
are increasing out of proportion 
to his gross volume of business. 
‘Various reasons have been giv­ 
en for the reduction in the size 
of average retail orders, among 
which are hand-to-mouth 
buying, 
chain store competition, desire of 
retailers for quick turn-over, pur­ 
chasing by retailers from several 
different jobbers thereby reduc­ 
ing the amount purchased 
from 
each and 
unsatisfactory 
credit 
conditions among the smaller re­ 
tailers. 
Since it is impossible for 
the wholesaler, with chain com­ 
petition so keen, to obtain a wid­ 
er margin from the manufactur­ 
er. his only alternative lies in re­ 
ducing operating expenses. There­ 
fore, he must either find 
some 
way to increase the average size 
of retail orders thereby enabling 
him to handle them at a profit 
considering the service rendered, 
or he must cut out some of the 
«xpensive service which he 
now 
performs for the retailer. 
Advantages of Cosh and Carry. 
“The chain store has succeeded 
because it has dispensed with all 
unnecessary services. 
By elimin­ 
ating delivery costs, 
charge 
ac­ 
counts, bad debts, and the 
ex­ 
pensive book-keeping necessary to 
the open account 
system, 
the 
chain store is able to sell at rock 
bottom prices. 
By 
selling 
for 
cash It Is able to buy for cash. The 
wholesaler’s problem is very sim­ 
ilar. As it now stand he has two 
conrses open to him. 
First, he 
can try to increase the average 
size of orders, or second, he can 
adopt the cash and carry system, 
at least for staple lines of goods. 
To what extent it Is possible un­ 
der present conditions 
to 
per­ 
suade retailers to buy in 
larger 
quantities Is questionable.

ably if 
the 
wholesalers 
would 
agree among themselves to stop 
sending so many salesmen after 
the same customer there would be 
somewhat larger orders for each.

The ‘cash and carry' wholesalers 
no longer worry about the size 
of the average order because it 
does not cost them any more to 
handle tho small order than it 
does the large one. 
The retail­ 
er does his own delivery and pays 
cash. 
Market Study Essential. 
“Under the highly competitive 
conditions today it is essential for 
wholesalers to analyze their mar­ 
kets. 
They must study the best 
methods of shipment, the proper 
routing of salesmen, the 
buying 
power of given localities, and oth­ 
er related subjects In order to In­ 
crease volume and reduce 
their 
costs. 
In this connection a very 
useful publication has been issued 
by tho Department of Commerce 
entitled. ‘Atlas of W holesale Gro­ 
cery Territories.’ 
This Is a com­ 
bined atlas and directory based on 
results of questionnaires answer­ 
ed by 3,000 wholesalers. 
It is co­ 
related with freight rate, popu­ 
lation, and other significant data. 
It shows the number of salesmen 
and their territory, tho number of 
accounts in each 
county, 
tho 
methods of shipment, the number 
of delivery trucks and zones cov­ 
ered, and many other things im­ 
portant for the 
wholesaler 
to 
know. 
This analysis is useful not 
only to the grocery trade, but to 
other wholesale lines. 
It applies 
to 79 per cent of the drug outlets, 
69 per cent of the wholesale hard­ 
ware outlets, 82 per cent of the 
wholesale shoe outlets, and 89 per 
cent of the wholesale dry goods 
outlets. 
This publication may be 
obtained from the Superintendent 
of Documents, Government Print­ 
ing Office, Washington, D. C., or 
any district office of the Bureau 
of Foreign and 
Domestic 
Com­ 
merce. 
It would be well for every 
wholesaler to obtain a copy and 
study it. 
Current Conditions in th© Trad©.

Gov. 
Smith’s stand on the immigration 
question la carried out even more 
strikingly In his farm relief
